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Sir: 

I, Ben Boatwright, being a citizen of the United States and residing at 3002 Arthur Drive, 
Murfreesboro, Tennessee, 37127, hereby declare as follows: 

1. I am the President of Instabind LLC and co-inventor of INSTABIND®, a 
revolutionary product which is the subject of the instant patent application titled "Stitchless on-site 
binding application method and device," as identified above. 

2. I am thoroughly familiar with the contents of the application and I understand the 
claims currently pending in the application. 

3. I am in charge and/or have knowledge of manufacture and/or sales and/or marketing 
of the INSTABIND product which is the device claimed in the instant application and product used 
in the method claimed in the instant application for edging a material or binding a carpet on-site. 



4. Since its introduction the INSTABIND product and method of installation has been 
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enthusiastically received by the Carpet Installing industry. 

5. Attached as Exhibit A hereto are letters from recognized professional and skilled artisans 
in the trade of carpet installers extolling the virtues of the INSTABIND product and method. 

6. The INSTABIND product and method of installation, which is an onsite stitch-less 
carpet binding method, was invented due to a long felt need in the industry to provide an alternative 
to carpet bindings sewn by hand or by machine, or otherwise requiring additional time for securing 
a safe and attractive finished binding to an otherwise unfinished section of installed carpet, 
carpeting, or other material desired to have a finished edge. 

7. Prior to inventing INSTABIND, the industry had no method of installing a carpet 
binding on location other than a portable sewing machine or hand sewing. The method of choice 
prior to INSTABIND was to charge the client to transport the carpet to be finished with an edge 
back to the shop for sewing the carpet binding in a secure manner and charging the customer a 
linear foot charge for the sewn carpet binding and an additional trip charge for the time and travel 
accordingly. Customers would typically be charge in the range of $3-5 per linear foot for such 
service. 

8. Using hot melt adhesive to install carpet or material edge binding was never an option 
prior to INSTABIND because no product has been invented that combined a pre-fabricated and 
finished binding or welting designed for a carpet or material edge with a method for adhering same 
with a hot-melt adhesive on location in a neat and clean manner. 

9. The invention of INSTABIND required the combination of a pre-made binding device 
designed specifically to accept a hot-melt adhesive in a limited application. 

10. The INSTABIND method is inherently better than sewn binding methods because a 
sewn product is only as a strong as its weakest thread. Once a thread breaks, the entire length of the 
thread can unravel. Conversely, the INSTABIND product and method requires a continuous bead of 
hot melt adhesive which is superior in longevity and without the fault of a possible broken thread. 

1 1 . The advantage of INSTABIND over sewn applications provide installers with the 
ability to bind and edge on-location for an inside corner which cannot be done by a sewing machine 
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and can only be performed by hand. The INSTABIND method makes inside corner and curved 
applications as easy as a straight-run and is therefore a huge time savings and money savings. 

12. Since its inception INSTABIND has produced and sold approximately 1,000,000 linear 
feet of product worldwide. Each foot of INSTABIND product, which in finished form costs the 
consumer on average one dollar depending on the style, would have cost consumers three to five 
dollars per foot or about three to five million dollars. The invention of the instant application has 
saved consumers in the range of two to four million dollars not to mention the enormous time 
savings and inconvenience of second trip charges. The work time lost on second trip charges alone 
likely amounts to additional millions of dollars of time taken off of work to arrange home revisits 
for carpet installers. 

13. With the invention of INSTABIND, carpet installers can carry a kit enabling the 
installer to readily install and affix finished carpet bindings or fix damaged carpet bindings on site 
for a great savings to the end-user customer. 

14. The commercial success of INSTABIND is strongly believed to flow from the 
functions and advantages of the device and method, as described in the patent application, 
including, the combination of two adhesives, the first a double face adhesive for aligning the 
prefabricated edge or welting in place with the edge of the material of carpet to be finished in a 
uniform manner, and second, a hot-melt adhesive applied for the permanent bond. The product 
device and its design is also strongly believed to contribute to the commercial success of the 
INSTABIND inasmuch as prior to INSTABIND no pre-made carpet binding device existed where 
the welting or finished binding edge was attached to a fabric tape designed to temporarily adhere 
and line up with the bottom and edge of a carpet or material to be finished, so a hot-melt adhesive 
could be used to permanently bind the edge of the material or carpet with an edge-binding product 
in a quick and easy fashion. 

15. The commercial success of INSTABIND is also evident by the fact that the product 
and technology has been licensed worldwide. In addition to licensing the product here in the United 
States, the product and method of installation is licensed and sold throughout Europe under the 
brand EASYBIND. Evidence of the world-wide acceptance of the INSTABIND and EASYBIND 
licensed product and method of the invention is attached hereto as Exhibit B. 
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16. The long felt need of the INSTABIND method and product is also evident by the 
fact the method and product enables the installation of a finished binding not only on carpet but 
practically any linear edge with a lip. The use of hot-melt thermoplastic adhesive makes the 
INSTABIND product and method well-suited for unique applications such as for upholstery, 
leather, vinyl and limitless other applications. 

17. As evidence of the unique advantages of the INSTABIND product and method, the 
product has met with extraordinary commercial success as sold as binding with a rope. Never before 
was there a method for turning decorative rope into a quick and easy finished carpet binding. By 
use of the INSTABIND product and method, a multi-step process is designed to create a decorative 
rope binding edge which is pre-made and attached to a cotton tape designed with a double face 
adhesive and ability to position the rope in a uniform manner to the edge of a carpet or other 
material to be finished, and thereby attach same in a permanent fashion with the use of hot-melt 
thermoplastic adhesive. Rope finishes are well received by United States customers and even more 
successful in international markets. 

* 

18. The commercial success of INSTABIND is not the result of heavy promotion or 
advertising, or shift in advertising. The commercial success of INSTABIND and the method of the 
instant patent is a result of the great ease in which installers can offer a finished product with 
attended cost savings and time saving. The product and method has grown buy word of mouth as a 
reliable and innovative product and method. Industry experts all agree as evidence by the attached 
letters which represent a tip of the iceberg so to speak and can be supplemented. 

19. On the basis of the above, the following conclusion is drawn: The INSTABIND 
device and stitch-less on location installation method is not obvious in view of the prior art which 
merely discloses the concept of using hot-melt adhesives in one form or another in connection with 
the carpet industry. The instant method and product is not obvious in view of clearly inferior 
products and methods which attempted to solve a problem that only the INSTABIND product and 
method solved. 

20. I have reviewed the prior art and comments of the Patent Examiner with respect to 
prior art which is cited to support the conclusion that prior inventions used methods designed to 
"prevent water and dirt from accumulating between the binding material and the edge of the carpet." 
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Such inventions do not teach nor address the purpose of the instant invention which is designed to 
provide an on-site or on-location carpet binding method. First, the instant invention is not related at 
all to the prevention of water on or about a carpet or its binding, as such an application is counter- 
productive to the purpose of carpeting. The instant invention is designed by and large for custom 
indoor carpeting installations where the need to keep out water is a non-issue. Further the nature of 
carpet binding creating a crevice or fold where dirt may be trapped is also a non-issue with respect 
to the instant invention The amount of crease of abutment along the edge of finished product 
adhered with an INSTABIND binding product and method, is directly proportionate to the size or 
selection of the welting material used, not the adhesive step or second step in adhering the product. 
A large welting on a small pile carpet will inevitably create a small barrier which indeed will collect 
dirt and for that matter water if presented. The instant invention would therefore teach away from 
preventing dirt and water accumulation. In fact, most every carpet binding edge treatment creates a 
natural lip or barrier which indeed would and could attract dirt. However, INSTABIND was not 
designed to prevent dirt build-up and ordinary cleaning and vacuuming remedies the problem of dirt 
buildup. The advantage and long felt need for INSTABIND allows carpet installers to attach carpet 
and material edge bindings of different heights, different substance, (i.e., rope welts) easily and 
quickly without extra time and attended costs. The invention does not keep water or dirt out of the 
binding abutment region, notwithstanding the adhesive used may take up a void for a portion of the 
abutment. The advantages of cited prior art teach away from what the INSTABIND product does 
to the extent the INSTABIND product is designed and installed with a method for attaching edges 
of different heights, most often slightly higher that the carpet or material to be edged, thereby 
actually creating a natural barrier and dirt entrapment zone. The INSTABIND method advantages 
outweigh the disadvantage of dirt accumulation and addresses a completely different long-felt need 
and has achieved commercial success in view of its unique advantages. 

21. I hereby declare that all statements made herein of my own knowledge are true and 
all statements made on information and belief are believed to be true; and further, that these 
statements were made with the knowledge that willful false statements and the like so made are 
punishable by fine or imprisonment, or both, under Section 1001 of Title 18 of United States Code 

and that such willful false statement may jeopardize the validity of the application or any patents 
issuing thereon.
